Certain observations on the international application (clarity) (VIII) 



2. The application does not meet the requirements of Article 6 PCT, because the 
subject-matter of the claims 5, 19, 33 is not clear: 

The term "device comprises a network connection..." used in these claims is vague 
and unclear and leaves the reader in doubt as to the meaning of the technical feature 
to which it refers, thereby rendering the definition of the subject-matter of said claim 
unclear.

3, Notwithstanding the above-mentioned lack of clarity, the present application does not 
meet the requirements of Articles 33(1 )-(2) PCT, because the subject-matter of 
independent claims 1,15 and 29 is not new. 

3.1 Referring to the wording of claim 1 document D1 (the references in parentheses 
applying to this document) discloses a system comprising: 

a first network device coupled to a first network (service agent, paragraph 3), 
the first network coupled to a second network ("network with several subnets" 
page 38, paragraph 12), the first network device comprising information

The subject matter of claim 1 is therefore not novel. 



3.2 Furthermore, document D1 discloses also plurality of the network devices (service 
agents Sas, e.g. paragraph 1 2, page 38) whereby the directory server (directory 
agent DA, paragraph 12, page 38) is adapted to register the identification information 
(service location and attribute information; paragraph 12, page 38). 

The subject matter of claim 15 is therefore not novel. 

3.3 Independent method claim 29 contain the similar features as the method of claim 
1 5. The argumentation of the point 3.2 applies mutatis mutandis also for this claim. 

3.4 Due to the broad formulation the subject-matter of claims 1,15 and 29 is also 
disclosed in documents D2 (D2: paragraphs "Service Designs", "Directory Designs", 
appendix "Jini", "SSDS") and D3 (D3: figures 3-6, column 6, lines 24-40). 



4. Dependent claims 2-14, 16-27 and 30-43 do not contain any additional features 
which, in combination with the features of any claim to which they refer, meet the 
requirements of the Article 33(1) PCT in respect of novelty (Article 33(2) PCT) and/or 
inventive step (Article 33(3) PCT) for the reason that the subject-matter of said claims
